Good  teachers  are  dedicated,  capable,  enthusiastic  people  who 
instill  in  their  students  a  respect  for  people,  a  love  for  learning, 
and  a  desire  to  serve  their  fellowman.  Such  a  teacher  is  Herbert 
H.  Gross,  professor  of  geography. 

Students  who  have  been  privileged  to  sit  in  his  classes  have  been 
touched  by  the  personality  of  a  man  who  is  dedicated  to  his 
God  and  to  his  profession.  They  have  felt  the  enthusiasm  ot 
his  teaching  and  the  intensity  of  his  desire  to  produce  capable 
teachers  of  children.  They  have  been  swept  along  by  a  restless 
energy  which  is  dedicated  to  serving  God  in  the  classroom 
and  to  preparing  others  for  such  service. 

Coupled  with  such  a  personality  is  professional  competence  of 
the  highest  order.  Dr.  Gross  is  known  and  respected  for  his 
books  and  articles  on  education  and  geography.  His  colleagues 
have  paid  tribute  to  him  by  making  him  president  of  their 
national  organization,  The  National  Council  for  Geographic 
Education.  Their  confidence  in  him  was  further  indicated  when 
they  made  him  editor  of  their  journal. 

"This  noble  ensample  to  his  sheep  he  yaf,  That  first  he  wroghte 
and  afterward  he  taughte,"  said  Chaucer  of  his  parson.  The 
description  fits  Dr.  Gross  equally  well.  His  attempts  to  train 
competent,  dedicated  teachers  are  prosecuted  vigorously  and 
consciously  by  precept.  His  example  is  not  consciously  devised; 
it  flows  naturally  from  him.  Carefully  prepared  lectures  and 
lessons  are  doubly  impressive  when  they  are  reinforced  by  an 
example  of  how  a  dedicated  Christian  may  serve  his  Lord  and 
his  Church.  Christian,  churchman,  educator,  scholar,  teacher- 
all  are  encompassed  in  Dr.  Gross.  To  him  we  gladly  and  re- 
spectfully dedicate  this  yearbook.

CONDOLENCE  AT  THE  DEATH  OF  PROFESSOR  MARTIN  PIEPER 

There  is  strength  in  the  simplicity  of  trust,  in  the  uncomplicated  faith  in  God  which 
can  say  in  an  hour  such  as  this:  "As  for  God,  His  way  is  perfect;  the  word  of  the 
Lord  is  tried;  He  is  a  buckler  to  all  them  that  trust  in  Him."  (2  Samuel  22:31). 

God's  way  is  not  our  way,  and  His  thoughts  are  not  our  thoughts.  Therefore,  He 
can  seek  out  those  who  rebel  against  Him  and  provide  reconciliation  through  the  life  and 
death  and  resurrection  of  His  dear  Son.  Therefore,  He  can  take  a  man  dead  in  trespasses 
and  sin  and  make  him  alive  in  Jesus  Christ  and  alive  to  God  in  a  newness  of  life. 
Because  God's  way  is  perfect,  He  can  grant  pardon  to  the  unworthy,  righteousness  to 
the  sinner,  and  perfection  to  those  who  are  far  from  perfect. 

Such  grace  was  bestowed  on  Martin  Pieper,  whom  God  loved  with  an  everlasting  love. 
He  named  Martin  Pieper  His  Own  in  Holy  Baptism  and  pledged  eternal  life  to  him  in 
that  great  act  of  saving  grace.  He  led  him  through  all  the  ups  and  downs  of  life  with 
a  steady  commitment  to  His  divine  promise:  "I  will  not  fail  thee,  nor  forsake  thee." 
And  now  He  has  granted  him  His  heavenly  inheritance  because  once  more  and  with 

finality  He  has  completed  the  good  work  begun  on  the  day  of  Martin  Pieper's  adoption 

into  the  family  of  God.

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COUGARS  COMPLETE 
SUCCESSFUL  SEASON 

Although  the  Cougars  compiled  a  disappointing 
4-5  won  and  loss  record,  on  the  whole  they  had 
quite  a  successful  season.  The  fact  that  they 
won  four  out  of  their  last  six  games  verifies  that 
they  improved  considerably  as  the  season  pro- 
gressed. 

Senior  Bob  Gugel  was  the  leading  ground  gain- 
er for  the  season  as  well  as  the  leading  scorer. 
Bob  piled  up  593  yards  in  121  carries  for  a 
4.9  average  per  carry.  He  set  a  new  school  record 
scoring  seven  touchdowns  for  42  points,  also  a  rec- 
ord for  points  scored  in  a  single  season.  Gugel  also 
broke  two  other  records:  for  the  most  kickoff  re- 
turns— 11  and  for  the  most  yards  on  kickoff  re- 
turns— 242. 

After  Gugel  in  the  rushing  department  came 
Dick  Calhoun  with  188  yards  in  49  carries, 
Rich  Miller  with  146  yards  in  44  carries  and 
Dick  Heidloff  with  117  yards  in  29  carries. 

The  top  pass  receiver  this  year  was  senior  end 
George  Lemke  who  grabbed  15  Schlesselman 
aerials  for  a  total  of  226  yards  and  three  touch- 
downs. Next  in  line  were  Myron  Schumacher  with 
12  receptions  good  for  221  yards  and  two  touch- 
downs and  Jerry  Festa  with  ten  receptions  for 
100  yards. 

After  getting  off  to  a  slow  start  in  the  first 
two  games,  sophomore  quarterback  Bob  Schlessel- 
man's  passing  improved.  Overall  he  completed  49 
out  of  130  attempts  for  a  38  per  cent.  Eliminating 
the  first  two  games,  Schlesselman's  passing  per- 
centage is  a  respectable  45  per  cent.  Schlesselman 
for  the  season  set  two  records.  The  first  is  for 
the  most  touchdown  passes  in  a  season — 7,  and 
his  49  completions  is  also  a  record. 

Junior  Ken  Kaschinske  broke  two  place-kicking 
records  this  year.  He  converted  12  extra  points  for 
one  record,  and  his  71  per  cent  with  12  out  of 
17  was  good  for  the  other  record. 

Ed  Reimer  and  Don  Sellke  spearheaded  the
